3, . The shipyard on the island opposite the city and approximately opposite the 
Red Tarricade works was not referred to by a special designation. It was 
observed that nearly all vessels which arrived in the yard for repairs bore 
the insevinption NVRP. However, it was not known whether this designation 
had something to do with the shipyard itself, fhe yard had surfered only 
comparatively Little damage during the war-and worked again at nearly full 
capacity as early as 194%. Pils believed that the s’ipyard was a branch of 
another Larger shipyard on which it depended.
